Eurroit Coi.o.visr: — I notico a letter 
in your uewHpuper from "J. S. K." 
ou tho .subject of iinniigration. This 
is a matter which duos not Boom to bo 
well understood here, though it is one 
of very great importance to tho public . 
Your readers uro aware that, at the 
time of the confederation of the Brit- 
ish North Amoricau provincoa, con- 
current powers wove given to tho Do- 
minion aud to each province in rela- 
tion to immigration. British Oqlum- 
bia, since 1871, has, of course, contri- 
buted hor share of taxation towards 
tho yeiietal ievenue of Canada. Now, 
out of that gouoral revenue, niid over 
and above the iniinigratiou appropria- 
tion.s fonucily made, in round sums, 
to tho Provinces, theDominioQ Gov- 
ernment have i^aid, anouallj,.., largo 
amounts for maintaining inum^atiou 
agonis in all tbo otlier provinces aud 
for the land transport , medical cnro, 
and so forth, of imniignuitH going into 
these Provinces. Llauitoba baa boon 
helped by a large speoiftl ,loan to a 
certain class of immigrants. But so 
far aa I know, nothing wiiatever has 
been ox])(jndod by tho Dominion Gov- 
erninont in British Columbia on im- 
migration itccouut, though Britiwh 
Columbia, ns nbovo said, has all along 
been contributing her share of the 
general revenue, and though it Vfould 
not bo diflioult to show that tbo claims 
of this Proviuco to immigration aid 
are, in some rosixjcts, greater than 
those of other Provincoa of tho Do- 
minion to which tho passage money 
from Europe is less, I have always 
considered that this was a matter 
which ahould bo fairly roprosontod to 
tho authoritio.s at Ottawa. In May 
1875 I wont from London to Ottawa at 
my own cosl; to yoo tho Miniator of 
Agriculture upon the subjeot, e.xpoet- 
ing to find promised cj-ac^^ntials tbero 
from the then Provincial Government, 
but those wore not sent to me. Im- 
migration was not in Mr, Walkoru's 
doj)artnicnt, and nnmc of tlio "Clock 
Cominittoo" (as you liavo called them) 
wore at that timo in otiico under tho 
oulaiilo rule (a.s the.publuj believo) of 
Mr. DeCosnioH. Thcy transwifiJed tho 
buhinoHH to their "1)0hm" without com- 
iiniuicatiiig with ino, but nothing ro- 
Buked from his intervontion at Ottawa, 
las it was discovmed tlioro that he did 
not understand the subject. Tho ab- 
Bonco of crodentiala'did not.ij^owevor, 
provont a full, though^fHfaferifl, dis- 
cnnaionoC tho whole British Columbian 
immignilioii (|uonl,i(m botv/oou mvaolf 
and the Aliniutor of Agricultiiro, Who, 
in,all,^hafc I had to do with him was 
M buwnesslike a» ho was courteous. 



TUbe result was that I left Ottawa in 
the belief that the Dominion Govern- 
ment wore willing to enable the Pro- 
vince to grange for the cheap work- 
ing of tho. British Columbian agency 
in London through the Dominion 
office there, and were willing, at the 
cost of Canada, to appoint ' immigra- 
tion agents in Califorria and 'British 
Columbia, and so to do as much for 
this Proviuco aa for tho other 
Provinces. Tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment coinpidnod that no real 
immigration proposals of a moderate, 
businesslike character had reached 
them from the Provincial Goverfitili"ent. 
On leaving Ottawa I visited British 
Columbia, but could get no nttoutiou 
paid to the subject, so I went back to 
London, feeling that I had wasted my 
timo/i, m9pej>*'and elforts iu fruitless 
ec^^oi's to promote the pul)lic in- 
tl^rests in a matter o.: great import- 
ance. I was working all tho time 
cordially with tho Dominion emigra- 
tion authorities iu London. Events 
then took place out hero that are 
known to us all. Mr. Walkem went 
'6tib;'aiid Mr. Elliott, came in. Both 
"(visiied for my services as a non-polit- 
ical man on the Indian Reserve Com- 
mission. Tho Treasury was emiity, 
Tho FinaucG Minister, now to figures, 
unintentionally doubled tho cost of 
the London oilice iu his statement to 
the Hpuse of Assembly. The mem- 
bers of the House had no data before 
them for an intelligent judgmont. It 
was known that I diii not intend any 
longer to hold the oflice of ngont in 
England, and tho upshot was that a 
telegram was sent to London to sell 
ofl overything and abandon the agen- 
cy. The office of Provincial agent 
was never„9f any value to me person- 
ally, r have served in it four succes- 
sive governments and, lumping all 
these governmenta together, I may be 
permitted to say dispassionately to the 
public that this immigration business 
has never yeii-. received proper atten- 
tion from any of them. The total cost 
of tho agency in London has been 
about $2,000 a year. This amount 
couM projably bo reduced by ^500, 
or more, if certain arrangements with 
the Dominion were made, which I 
iiipfTpetnally ondnavored to get author- 
ity to make, and which the Uorainion 
emigration autliorities wero, and are, 
anxious and willing to complete. One 
o|^*^!S|lf(||i |>ct^«!rbe{ore leaving Lon- 
don%^^ fo - assist the '^ery efficient 
agent id $he. I^bminion m selecting a 
house 'in tie city for tho Domin- 
ion agency, containing, also, a suf- 
ficient nuDibcr of oilicos for all 
the provinces of the Dominion. They 
are all' repijeaentild there now ex- 
cept British Columbia, but from a 
letter received two days ago, I learn 
that Mr. Dore, the Dominion agent, has 
been good enough to keep a room (or 
this Province still. Like me, I imag- 
ine, he cannot understand why, for a 
BUppo^d^ saving of $1,600 a year, the 
weakest and remotest province in the 
Empire should withdraw from public 
view and to a large extent (except as 
to the eft'oct of years of past eil'ort) 
from tho knowledge and sympathies 
of the English public at a timo when 
jpast^work is bearing fruit and when 
o£her*'col6nies, arid particularly the 
governments of Canada aud of Cana- 
dian Provinces, are making increased 
exertions iu tho field which British 
Coj imbia has abandoned. The whole 
matter is perfectly simple, A Duffer- 
in sub-committee could arrange it in 
a week. The requirements are : 

1. An arrangement with the Dominion 
Government for the use, by a moderately 
paid Provincial Oflicor, of a room or a 
desk in tho Dominion building in London, 
and for the services of the Dominion 
Agouts throughout the country. 

2. An emigration Agent in California 
and an immigration Agent in British Co- 
lumbia, appointed and paid by the Dom- 
inion Governniout. 

Theso arrangements shonld be made 
and should not bo di.iturbed, becauso lit- 
ful ofl'orts in emigration matters aro unde- 
sirable. It is a pity tho Province in not 
reprt'sented in England this year. My 
cunmiiHiieatioua fioiu London tell nio of 
laily iu(iuirioH by letters addres.sod to mo 
in London from all parts of tho couiitiy, 
which, of course, are now simply thrown 
into a waste basket. I can show oonoln- 
sivoly,'to MndS capable of judging, that 
the past coat of tho oflice, namely, about 
S'2000 a your, has boon repaid to the Prov- 
ince a hundred fold at least. It does) not 
porhajis hccumo iiio Id say much on tho 
subject of pant work and its eirocts, ex- 
cept generally, that, notwithstanding our 
small population and the insigoifloanoe 
of a province which in itself could lend 
no iniportanco to its roprcsontativo, tho 
provincial oflico iu Ijoiidon, on tho day of 
its abolition, stQod before the public and 
tho press, and I may also say the Home 
Government, in as rospootablo and influ- 
ential a position as tho offloo of any of 
the larger colonies. There should be do 
delay in reconstructing it in the way above 
shown. Emigration should ho kept clear 
of political disputes. The (iovcrnniont 
of Canada and the nuniorouH Canadian 
Agents wish to work with us and to help 
us in oiuigration inattors, They showed 
this clearly to mo throughout, notwith- 
standing my *6llt<khitf^ii unobanging and 
unchanged views and action on railway 
and dock matters. I do not protend to 
ho able to judge of the large sehemos of 
])Olicy and the weighty affairs of state 
witli wliicli tho Provincial Hou"0 of As- 
Honiljly is accustomed to deal, but it 
Boeins to m(! to bo obvious to tho eye of 
common sense that if we aro politically 
weak as regards our place iu tho Empire, 
wo need political help ; if wo aro poor we 
need money ; if our nuiiibors are few, wo 
need niorc! [looplo ; and I do not know 
how wo aro to got IhuHo nei'CHsilios of our 
provincial oxiateiice and growth except 
liy seekiug for (Uir sliiiro of them by 
HtrenuouH and sustained eH'orta in the 
places whore they abound, namely, in 
tho principal (Hintren of tbo world's jiow- 
or, population and wealth. In conclusion 
T may add that I do not blame any indi- 
viduals Of governments in pnrtioular for 
anythiiigtob're than 'a want of enlighton- 
mont as regards immigration matters. I 
holiovo that, among our aquabbles, wo all 
rottUy wish the Province to go ahoad, but 



it is aomewhatisi 

ever asked me ftfr fldvic e ' o r inforrontion 
on a subject with which I have boon o 'i- 
cially counocted — aud which I have been 
studying to tho best of my humble ability 
—-for four years past. The present posi- 
tion of the provincial immigration ar- 
rangements is very unsatisfactory.

Tlie Terrorl«m In Loulaiiiiia Strongly De- 
picted bjr u C'lorifyman. 
{From ths Wtukcgan (111.) Gazotto.] 

T he lOase-of Senator TwitchoU of Louis- 
iana, who was shot to pieces while orosr,- 
ing a rive^^ neai- ,his southern home, a 
short time'ipinoe, has attracted considera- 
ble attention. Ho was originally an Ohio 
man, but, during tho war, visited the 
youth with the army, and finally settled 
at Coushatta, married a Southern huly aud 
commenced the jvork of improving and 
building up thali''i^ergi^Ji^,i Subsequently 
b A became better' kBostO,.aDd held aome 
ollicial positions which made the nativeb 
jealous of him. Other members of Lis 
family who had como to reside in tho 
nnighborhood wero also the objpct of 
hatred and jealousy, and ono by one they 
were assassinated. The .Senator was final- 
ly driven from his home, and, while try- 
ing to escape, employed a negro to row 
him across, the riier. When near the 
middle of the stream his pursuer fired 
upon him and he sprang into the river, 
still clinging to the boat however, and in 
this position ho was twice wounded, and 
compelled to loose his hold of the boat. 
The negro was faithful, however, rowed 
to his relief and helped him froni 'the 
water: :bat-both wwa thit before reach- 
ing the^'baate SSnator Twitohell lost 
both of his arms as it resnlt of 
the rounds. His brother-in-law had been 
killed a short time previous, and tho wi- 
dow, almost crushed by that groat 
sorrow, bent all her energies to secure 
the recovery of he? wounded brother. 
At last he had so' far recoverad 
as to admit of hia coming North, 
but the sister was completely worn 
out and died soon after reaching Indians. 
Tho sermon preached over hor remains 
by Eev. Dr. Hayliss was so remarkable in 
somo respects that wo feel justified in 
presenting our readers with .the following 
oxtradt! " j"- i t ■ 

"Wears sometimes accuHed of flaunt- 
ing the bloody shirt for political effect: of 
reviving memories which ought to sleep 
in forgetfulness: of dragging before the 
startled and unwilling eyes of this ago 
tho ghastly skeletons of horrors wliioh 
but for our persistence would have been 
forgotten before now. Bat this day ia no 
mere memory. This is no buried horror 
just now, newdy exposed for tragic efl'ect. 
This woman, whoso weary body wo to day 
carry to a new-made grave, is almost as 
much the victim of Soutliern cruelty as 
though the assassin's bullet had pierced 
tho hoart. Thoy have killed her. They 
have loaded her with horrors until her 
frail body could nndiiro it no longer. In- 
dionapolis is called to-day to the task of 
burying one of the victims of Southern 
hate, and tho victim is a woman, .•i.ud 
what of her only surviving relative ? Ih 
this Bomo ancient terror, some forgotten 
wrong, but just now re-stated for efl'ect V 
His wounds aro not now healed; they are 
almost fresh enough to bo ghastly. .Scarce- 
ly three mouths ogo he was all well as any 
of us, and now ho is so helpless that ho 
cannot wipe away his own tears! and this 
in Amerios, the lfln^,9fj the free and the 
home of the brave! The land whose his- 
toric boast has boon in Southern chivalry I 
Tho land where men can think what thoy 
ploaso and speak what they think. Tho 
land whore more has been said about free- 
dom end tho rights of man than has been 
said in all other hatjionfl. aiiKSe it began! 
Oh, how the eloquijnoedf fhesb-mute lips 
and the handloss arms rebukes and scathes 
us in our boasting! Our talk of fieeilo-n 
is a sarcasm. Theso white lips do mock 
at us. Freedom for tho South yet waits 
its natal day. I am sure I say only what 
these lips would saj could they 8pGak,and 
only what this brother will approve when 
I ask, not as a partisai^, but as a man, has 
the time come for us to'elovato this ])ro- 
scription into power? Shall wo ilare, with 
theso facts before us, to onlhroiio tlio po- 
litical prinoiplos witli which thofie assas- 
sins aro identified? Shall w^'-i^llvfe ^flob 
gigantic and bloody wrongS'Ki these the 
sanction of apolitioal victory? Itbocomos 
us to consid^lar.thd.^ueBtion, not as parti- 
sans, but as freemen who lovo freedom, 
and as Christians who lovo God."
